It is yet too early to conclude upon 
ion or upon what party reaU tho re- 
poniibility for the war of race*, whwk 
u resulted, in tho village of Oolfax, 
Louisiana, in the extermination of the 
colored inhabituU thereof at the point 
f tho bayonet; ifter one hundred of 
heir number bad been slain upon the 
oil, but it is not too early to stigma- 
izc iu fitting terms tho barbaric fiend- 
shucss of the act whereby tho Court 
louse, to which the negroea b«d fled 
or protection, was set ou fire, and tho 
nmatei) shot like doga a» they emerged 
>no by one from the burning building. 
We read of deeds like this in histories 
f early savage warfare, but it is hard to 
conceive of such an assault perpetrated 
>y white men in nn age of civilization 
ipon citizens of a common country. 


The meagre details of the affair that 


iave reached us indicate that the diffi- 
culties between the Kellogg and Me- 
Enery governments have resulted in 
widespread dissatisfaction and frequent 
collisions throughout tbo St*to. Not 
only in respect to the State, but many 
of the parish officers, there arc two sets 
of officers claiming to Lave been elected 
each undertaking to administer affairs 
Such was the case in the parish of 
which Colfax was tbe.eounty Heat.
